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The annual report of the School Board shows that the expense 
of conducting the schools this year has been a little over $4500 for 
an average of a little over 31 weeks schooling for each school, as 
compared with $4377 last year for 33 weeks. The extra expense can 
be accounted for by the payment of $97 50 for the rent of the old 
Catholic rectory, which was used during two terms for the first 
grade; by the payment of $103. for insurance; and by the installation 
of new slate black-boards in the rooms occupied by Miss Pierce and 
Miss Mower, at an expense of $7228. ‘This latter improvement was 
attended to at this time because it could be accomplished at less ex- 
petise in connection with the black-boards installed in the new ad- 
dition. During the coming year another insurance policy expires, 
and the addition should beinsured, which will be an extra expense. 
The bill for fuel will undoubtedly be somewhat larger on account of 
additional school-rooms. The expenses for teachérs, janitor work 
and other general expenses will probably remain akout the same. 
Last year it was hoped that the amount raised would provide for 33 
weeks of school, but these expectations were not realized. In view 
of this fact, should the district wish to provide for 33 weeks, $1200 
in addition to the amount required by law will be necessry. 

Inthe East Jaffrey schools the same teachers as last year have 
presided except in the First Intermediate School, where Miss M. 
Eleanor Tower, after two and one-half years of faithful service, re- 
signed to accept a more advantageous position elsewhere. Her 
place was filled for the remainder of the year by Mrs. H. P. Duncan, 
a former teacher in this school. In the outlying districts several 
changes have been necessary, largely owing to the small wages we 
are able to pay. On the whole, the progress of the scholars has 
been very satisfactory, taking into consideration the facilities our 
town furnishes and the length of the school year. 


This year, as for several years past, the scholars from District No. 
t have been brought to East Jaffrey, thereby following the plan 
which has seemed wise,—that of bringing the scholars to a central 
school when the cost of conveyance is appreciably less than that 
of conducting aseparate school. In addition tothe economy of this 
method, it has the added advantage of allowing the scholars to be 
placed in classes adapted to their requirements and abilities, and of 
removing them from many influences which are not conducive 
to their moral welfare. 


There are several matters to which the School Board wish to 
direct the attention of the voters, which seem to press for recogni- 
tion at this time. The most important is the sanitary condition of 
the outbuildings at the East Jaffrey schools. The situation is such 
as to demand different and better accommodations at once. At 
present the conditions almost constitute an invitation of an epidem- 
ic of typhoid fever or other malignant disease. Adrain has already 
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been laid to the new annex, and the sewage from the wood building 
could euter the same pipe. It has been estimated that to properly 
equip the new annex and the wood building with proper sanitary 
closets will cost a little less than $1000 oo, while to cement the 
cellar of the annex for the purpose will entail an additional expense 
oi $125 00. While this seems a large sum, will it not be wiser and 
more humane to expend it now than to run the risk of an epidemic 
which might cost human lives? And who is there of us who would 
weigh a thousand doilars against the life of even one little child? 

At present there is, back of the brick school a large pile of dirt 
which was removed irom the cellar of the annex. This must be 
disposed of in some way, aiid it could be well used in grading the 
grounds in front of the school-houses. This would probably cost 
not over $200 00. 

There are soine changes contemplated in the occupation of school- 
rooms in the village, and the south roomin the brick building, now 
occupied by Miss Mower, is to be used by the sixth and seventh 
grades. ihe floor and walls in this room are in very bad condition, 
aud it would seem a matter of economy if these repairs could 
be made at a time when the desks areout. The expeuse of a new 
floor and whitening the walls will be about $100 oo. 

These are some of the matters which seem to require attention 
now, and they shouid be carefully considered by the voters previous 
to the school meeting. In conclusion, we of the School Board 
would remind you, the voters of Jaffrey, that in suggesting these 
things for consideration, we have no wish to attempt to dictate, but 
only as your representatives, to mention these matters which seem 
to us to be of the highest importance in promoting the welfare 
of the scholars, the teachers, the parents and the town.

Voted, That the Selectmen fill the remaining offices by appointm’t. 
Voted, To raise amount called for in Selectmen’s estimate, less 
$1,242 18 outstanding bill for stone for State Road. 

Voted, To accept and adopt the reports as printed. 

Instructed Selectmen to appoint a liquor agent. 

Voted, To raise $1,150 to assist the Conant High School. 

Voted, To borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

Voted, To authorize the Selectmen to borrow not exceeding $2,500 
to be expended under the direction of trustees of Conant High 
School, for fitting up Union Hall, for use of said school, if satis- 
factory arrangements can be made with Corporation Dist. No. 2. 

Voted, That the Selectmen apply for State aid for permanent high- 
ways and that the sum of $539 00 to secure such aid, be raised. 

Voted, To raise and appropriate the sum of $200 00 to assist in erect- 
ing a band stand in Kast Jaffrey, under direction of Selectmen. 

Voted, To appoint an agent to confer with the Attorney General, in 
regard to the excessive use of water from Thorndike Pond, by the 
Peterboro Mills, to the detriment of public rights in said waters, 
and that $10 oo for necessary expenses of said Agent be met from 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized to contract with respon- 
sible parties to light the streets of East Jaffrey and the Library 
Building with electric lights for a term of years not less than five 
or more than ten, at a price not exceeding $1,000 00 per year, and 
borrow money to pay for the same for the current year. 

Voted, To take no action in regard to purchasing Steam Roller or 
Sprinkler. 

Voted, To pass over Article 16. (water motors.) 

Voted, That the town appropriate the $300 00 raised (1906) and bor- 
row by it’s Selectmen not exceeding $600 00 additional for purch- 
asing and putting in shape the present building, known as the 
Fox Barn for a fire engine house, under direction of Engineers. 

Voted, To pass over Art. 18. .
